What Is The City 
Offered? 


ype what does Edmonton stand to gain if the city coun- 
cil submits to the demand of the bond-dealers that it 
extend the city’s debt in entirety over the coming 30 years 
and bind the taxpayers to pay an excessive rate of interest 
on the entire ameunt of the debt for that length of time? 


The answer is that in the long run the city would get 
exactly nothing at all, and immediately it would get 
nothing but an easement that it can secure by other means. 


There Is To Be No Interest Reduction 


o. points should be clearly understood by ‘the tax- 
payers: 


1—There is to be no reduction of interest rates, vor 
of the total amount of interest they are to be made to pay. 
Not a cent. The present bonds are to carry their present 
rates of interest until maturity, the rates ranging from 
4', to 5, 5'., 6 and 7 per cent. After maturity the whole 
amount of the debt is to be continued until 1967, at 4!., 
per cent. 
duction in the aggregate amount of interest to be paid; 
nor, of course, any reduction of the debt principal. The 
taxpayers are to be made pay every cent they are now 
obligated to pay. 


There is no interest-rate reduction, and no re- 


With this possible exception that the new bonds would 
be “callable”; and the city could put through a refunding 
scheme if the bond-dealers could not prevent it, selling 
lower-rated bonds to replace the presently proposed issue. 
Which the associated bond-dealers would be bound te do 
if they could, in keeping with their declared policy uf “no 
interest cut”. 


There Is To Be No Tax Reduction 


2—There is to be no reduction of taxes. The City 
Comptroller reported to the negotiating committee tnat to 
cerry out the proposed scheme a rate of 55 mills wouid be 
necessary in 1937, and in every succeeding year until 1967. 


That is, if the city should refrain from making any 
public improvements after spending the money now in the 
sinking fund. Should it do that, taxes would have to go 
up to meet the cost of the improvements, whether borne 
by current taxation or borrowed. The present rate of 
55 mills is the minimum possible, according to the City | 
Comptroller, if the debt extending plan is agreed to. 


The Two Concessions 


HERE are two supposed concessions offered to the 
city: 


1—The city would be allowed to cancel, and destroy, 
the Edmonton bonds it has bought and paid for, which are 
now held by the sinking fund board, and to stop paying 
interest to itself on these bonds. Which would leave the 
city neither richer nor poorer by a copper. 


2—The city could sell the bonds of other municipalities 
and Government bonds now held in the sinking fund trea- 
sury, use this money to reduce its debt in part at the bank, 
and the remainder to pay for capital undertakings, such as 
the extension of the power plant. 


This concession is held out to be one of vast import- 
ance and is undoubtedly the only one of any importance 
offered under the scheme. But exactly the same privilege, 
with all the benefits attributable to it, can be obtained by 
a charter amendment passed by the provincial legislature. 
Which reduces to zero the sum total of advantages the city 
could secure under the agreement not otherwise obtainable. 


Same Benefits By Charter Amendment 


HE assumption on which the bond-dealers base their 

demand is that the city has no alternative; that it must 
accept the plan or go into bankruptcy. That assumption is | 
not valid, and is probably not true. The legislature at the 
last session established 3 per cent as the maximum bond- 
rate a municipality can be made to pay. 


References by the Premier to the present demands 
made upon Edmonton and Calgary plainly imply that 
if the councils of these cities ask for protection from the 
bond-dealers they can get it; presumably by the proclama- 
tion of this rate-limiting legislation. And if this legislation 
were proclaimed, the legislature could not consistently re- 
fuse to release the sinking funds for capital expenditure, 
as is proposed by the bond-dealers under their plan.

The gas valves were then unscrew- 
ed, and when taken apart, were 
found to be badly ed with 
grease. When this was scraped out, 
the flow of gas greatly im-
